(a) "Depiction of aninal cruelty" neans any visual or

audi tory depiction, including any photograph, notion-picture

film video recording, electronic i mage, or sound recording,

that would constitute a violation of Section 3.01, 3.02,

3. 03, or 4.01 of the Humane Care for Aninmals Act or Section

26-5 of the Crimnal Code of 1961

(b) No person may knowingly create, sell, nmarket, offer

to market or sell, or possess a depiction of aninal cruelty.

No person nay place that depiction in commerce for commerci al

gain or entertainnent. This Section does not apply when the

depi cti on has serious religious, political, scientific,

educational, |aw enforcenent or hunane investigator training,

journalistic, or historical val ue.

The creation, sal e, mar ket i nq, offering to sell or

mar ket, or possession of the depiction of aninmal cruelty is
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illeqgal regardless of whether the mimng, nutilation,

torture, woundi nq, abuse, killing, or any other conduct took

place in this State.

(c) Any person convicted of violating this Section is

quilty of a Cass A nisdeneanor. A second or subsequent

violation is a CCass 4 felony. In addition to any other

penalty provided by | aw, upon conviction for violating this

Section, the court nay order the convicted person to undergo

a psychol ogi cal or psychiatric evaluation and to undergo any

treatnent at the convicted person's expense that the court

deternines to be appropriate after due consideration of the

eval uati on. If the convicted person is a juvenile, the court

must order the convicted person to undergo a psychol ogi cal or

psychiatric evaluation and to undergo treatnent that the

court determnes to be appropriate after due consi derati on of

t he eval uation.".
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
